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BUSINESS AS UNUSUAL 

August '80 "Construction Con- 
tracting" stated that the four 
biggest problems in running a bus- 
iness were financing, government 
regulation, productivity and in- 
flation. A study by the Construc- 
tion Specifications Institute also 
found that "the increasing demand 
and complexity of regulatory laws, 
policies and procedures" were ham 
pering the construction industry's 
ability to conduct it's business; 
while "most of these very regula- 
tions relate to nonconstruction 
issues, such as socio-economic, 
environmental and political con- 
siderations", another study by 
the Association of General Con- 
tractors alleged that 2.8 percent 
of the cost on a $10M project could 
be attributed to unnecessary gov- 
ernmental regulation. 

When measured by government 
criteria, the practice of archi- 
tecture would be considered a small 
business even for firms such as 
Skidmore, Owings and Merrill. It 
is inevitable that the cost of com- 
plying with governmental regula- 
tion is disproportionately greater 
for small business than for large, 
while the current economy only ex- 
acerbates the situation. 

With increased awareness by the 
Feds, there are two hopeful signs. 
The White House Commission on Small 
Business has advocated recognitim 
of the importance of small busi- 
ness to the health of the econany. 
A "two-tier" system of Federalreg- 
ulation is being considered which 
would require Federal agencies to 
seek only reasonably economical 
regulatory compliance for small 
business. The other hopeful sign 
is the extension of Executive Or- 
der #12044 to establish a policy 
that regulations shall be as sim- 
ple and clear as possible, shall 
achieve legislative goals effec- 
tively and not impose unnecessary 
burdens....you believe this?

COST OF REGULATIONS 


Government regulations were 
found to be one of the most serious 
problems facing the construction 
industry in the 1980's according 
to two independent studies. A re- 
port prepared for the Construction 
Specifications Institute found that 


the "increasing demands and complex- 


ity of regulatory laws, policies 
and procedures" were hampering the 
construction industry's ability in 
conducting its business. The re- 
port noted that "many, if not most 
of the added regulations, relate 
to nonconstruction issues, such as 
socio-economic, environmental and 
political considerations." A study 
done for the Associated General 
Contractors, alleged that, on the 
average $10,000,000-plus project, 
2.8% of the costs may be attributed 
to payment for governmental regula- 
tions. 

In a related development, Pres- 
ident Carter has extended an execu 
tive order, scheduled to expire in 
June 1980, requiring federal agen- 
cies to simplify regulatory lang- 
uage because the Congress has 
failed to act this year on regula- 
tory reform.
